Th6 National .^cien^e Foundation 
(NSF) conducted lis seventh anhual 
Survey of Graduate Srcience Student ^ 
. Support (GSSS) in fall 1978. Coverage 
was limited to doctorate-grantiHg+nsti- 
tutions and data were collected on an 
abbreviated survey form. From 1972 to 
1975, survey forms were sent to all 
graduate scieQce and engineering (S/E) 
departm^nls at Ph.D.-granting institu- 
tions;^ncluding tlifeir medical ^schools.' 
The survey was expanded in 1976>and 
1977 to include all S/E departments in 
institutions that grant a master's as the 
highest degree. In the future a full-scale 
survey will be directed to Sll graduate 
S/E departments at both master^s- and 
doctorate-granting institutions^ on a 
biennial Jbasis. using a shoi^tened ver- 
sion of the questionnaire directed to 
doctorate institutions only in interven-

Section III, Statistical Tables, is 
divided into two part^: The "A" tables 
display all comparable enrollment 
data from doctorate-granting institu- 
tions available for the period 1974 
through 1978; part B offers four special 
tables: Tab^s B4 and B-2 describe the .

The universe for the 1978 survey in* 
eluded 8.242 graduate departments in 
3ieftbctorate Institutions. In all, 418

The definflion of an "Instltutjon ^ 
was expandcrd somewhat in 197^ to '^ 
include all institutional components 
with graduate sciejice enrollment such 
as branch ca|uuses of schools of 
public health md medicine.^ Thus, if 
any component offers a Ph.D. in a S/E 
field or a first^rofessional degree in a 
health area, the institution is considered 
to be doctorate-granting. This chang^e 
in definition added 35 reporting units 
to the data base in 1978; however, in 
order to prf)vide a comparable basisfor 
trend analysis from 1974 to 1978. data 
were converted to the doctorate format 
for any previous year's submission. 

Of the 418 schools surveyed in fall 
1978. 8 failed to respond- Data were 
imputed for the 92 SJE departments in 
these schools baseu on theif prior- 
year's response. Within the redj^onding 
institutions, an additional 67^ depart- 
ments had to he totally impUled and 
another 111 required partial imputa- 
tion. Imputation rates are shown in 
table M on. page 3.

NSF has collected data annually'on 
graduate* science enrollment since 
1967 when applications to its graduate 
Traineeship Program required infor- 
mation on the types and sources of 
major support of graduate Science 
students and posldoclorals. In 1972 a 
full-scale survey was introduced to 
include all institutions known lo'grant 
at least one doctoral degree in a S/E 
^ {y;ogram, The survey was expanded 
again in 1973 as a resuft of the National 
-Institutes of Health's (NIH) specfal 
interest in responses from the bio- 
medical and clinical departments. 'A 
thorough search of all graduate school 
catalogs and institutional directories 
added 22 doctorate-granting institu- 
lions and approximately 1».000 depart- 
ments to<he 1973 universe. In^rder to 
examine all graduate science enroll- 
ment the universe was again expanded 
• during the 1976 survey year to include 
institutions granting a master's in 
science or engineering as the hi^est 
degree, During the 1978 survey year 
the concept of the institution as a report- 
ing unit was chanfied. For each year 
prior -to 1978, eachljjporling unit was 
considered a separate institution. This 
^ year the definilion'«f an institution 
was revised to conform with ihfe three 
Other university-oriented surveys con- 



ducted by NSF.^ Thus, for the 1978 survey 
year, the universe consisted t)f 418 
reporting units which^ included all 
graduate S/E degree-granting campuses, 
medical schools, and schools of public 
health, etc.. affiliated with the 316 
institutions identified hy NSF as grant- 
ing a doctorate. 

In response to the emphasis on 
-reducing ttie Federal paperwork burden 
at the. institution level. NSF began to 
conduct the full-scale Survey of Grad- 
uate Science Student Support and Post- 
doctorals [^GSSSP) on a biennial^basis 
beginning with the 1977 survey year. A 
short form requesting selected data 
items was sent to doctorate institutions 
only in the 1978 survey year and the 
results of this purvey ara shown in the 
detailed tables in section III.^ ' 

Table I-l shows the number of^nsti- 
tutionsj reporting units, and departments 
surveyed under the Graduate-Trainee- 
ship Program from 1967 to 1971 qnd 
those covered by the GSSS from 1972 to 
1978.

When 90 percent of the 
respondent departments had been 
edited, early tabulations were pro- 
duced to indicate i:ates of change in 
'each field of science for sejected cl^ar- 
acteristics of fuJl- and part-time enroll- 
ment. These rates were then applied to 
each nonrespondent department's 
actual 1977 response in order to impute 
a 1978 response.
